If you've had several Rangers, you've probably done this already, if 
it's applicable to your very early one. 

The VFO in the later ones, at least, have a dropping resistor in the B+ 
line to it, that's mounted inside the VFO and is underrated so it 
overheats and drifts high in value, making the B+ drop when it's keyed. 

Produces lotsa chirp. I think it's 15k or 18k, many folks locate a 

larger wattage one outside of the VFO box.

Al makes a good point. That 18k resistor feeds the VR tube for the VFO, and if 
it's gone up in value 

the VR may be starved. There has been lots of discussion re the placement of the 
resistor, but 

there's no question it's overloaded, especially with the higher line voltages 
today. Personally I 

think it should be kept inside the VFO compartment, just replaced with a 3W type. 
The Ranger runs 

‘quite warm', and I think the dissipation of this resistor helps to warm up the 
VFO compartment 

faster. I seem to recall increasing the value slightly to compensate for the 
higher B+ source.

Don, 


Is the chirp on all bands or just 40 meters? There is a problem with RF getting 
into the VFO on 40 (since the final and VFO are on the same frequency on this 
band). Make sure all mounting hardware is tight around the VFO enclosure. 
Although on 160 the same frequency relationship is true I have never run into 
problems on that band with the Ranger or Valiant. 


As others have stated, definitely increase the wattage rating of the 18K resistor, 
I have found that mounting the replacement in the VFO housing (like it was 
originally) results in faster stabilization. 


While you are in there, try substitutions for both the VR and oscillator tube to 
see if that reduces chirp further (after you replace the resistor). 


All the Rangers I have used had the differential keyer already in place but a 
Viking 1 or 2 cathode keyed will produce noticeable chirp, particularly on the 
higher bands after multiplication. Since I don't use full break-in on those rigs 
I use the T/R relay to keep the VFO keyed while in transmit mode but this isn't as 
easy an option with a Ranger or Valiant.

I don't need to tell anybody on this list that it's a false economy to use 
cheap discount-store electrical tape. Like many of you, I've used Scotch 
Super 88 for sealing coax connectors and all my other outdoor uses, and with 
one exception have never been disappointed. 


The one exception is taping bundles of coax and control cables together 
(e.g., for running up the side of mast). Scotch Super 88 works fine for that 
application, but requires multiple wraps to provide adequate strength. 


My recent "find" is a 3M electrical tape called "Temflex 1100." It's two 
inches wide, ten mils thick, and VERY strong. It also sticks to itself with 
great force, is water and UV resistant, doesn't crack or come unraveled in 
cold or heat. It held up here great during the winter (-25F) and +95F New 
Mexico summer. It is stiffer and much tougher than Scotch Super 88 and not 
as flexible, so I don't recommend it for wrapping coax connectors or for 
general indoor use. However, I find it great for taping coax bundles. One 
turn is all it takes for a permanent wrap.

Since the HRO-60 is in single conversion mode when using the F Coil set, you could 
use an F coil from any of the earlier HROs as well. If you get a coil from an 
HRO-7 or earlier receiver, you should lower the coil units down in their shield 
cans by putting a washer in between the coil unit top and the shield. The mating 
jack bars in the HRO-50, 50T1 and 60 are lower in those models than they were in 
the earlier HROs, so you need to correspondingly lower the coil contacts in coil 
sets from earlier receivers so you don't put too much stress on the jack bars. 

But the earlier coil sets will work just fine.
